CHICAGO TO TEACH | 
TRADES FOR GIRLS 
BEGINNING IN JUNE 


Old South Division High Schoo! 
to Be Opened with $15,- 
000 Ready for Work. 


NEEDED, SAYS MRS, YOUNG 


Domestic Arts and Typesetting Will 
Be Varied with General 
Practical Studies. 


EXPECT IT TO BE SELF-SUPPORTING 


To fit Chicago's girle to take a place in in- 
dustrial life just as city boye are being 
trained, Mrs. Elle Flagg Young, superin- 
tendent of schools, has arranged a plan 
whereby the old South Division High school 
at Twenty-sixth street and Wabash avenue 
will be transformed into a trade school for 
girls. 

The School for Mechenic Arts, as it will 
be called, will be the frst institution of the 
sort in Chicago, under the operation of tse 
school system, and one of the first in the 
country. It will be started on June 1. and 
will run for two months as an experiment 
preparatory to the opening for the first full 
year along with the other public schools in 
September. 

In it will be taught cooking, needle work of 
practical sorte, millinery, typesetting, de- 
signing, and other subjects. 


“Girle Most Need Trade Learning.” 

“The school is going to meet, I think, a 
long felt want,” said Mrs. Young in discuss- 
ing her plan. For years the city’s boys 
have been trained in useful arts at Lane and 
Crate schools, put there has been no special 
training of girls. 

“It te the girla too, who need it moat, for 
it is much harder, as a rule, for women to 
support themselves in the trades than for 
the men. At the same time there is great 
need for women trained to do certain things, 
and it is just that neefied training that they 
will get. 

“bor example, I can get any number of 
women to make me a new dress, but there ig a 
great deal of trouble in getting one who will 
mend an old one. But the course will not be 
drudgery by any means. There will be the 
necestary academic training incidental to 
the courses and there will also be other 
branches of education not actually associ- 
ated with the work but essential to rounding 
out girls and fitting them mentally for con- 
tact with the world. These will include a 
little English and music, literature and chem- 
istry.” 


$15,000 Ready to Fit Up School. 

The school management committee, before 
whom the plan was laid, promptly passed it 
and appropriated $15,000 as a maximum for 
improvements to the school building and ft- 
ting it up for its future work. ‘ 

It is believed that in a short time the school 
will become self-supporting as far as mate- 
rials used are concerned. The needlework 
training will Include dressmaking and repair- 
ing. One trade to be developed is that of 
skillful repair work on table linen 80 girls 
can find work immediately in hotels. Cook- 
ing courses will carry training for family 
cooking and catering, including buying pro- 
visions and serving chemically suitable food- 
stuffs. 

As the 14 year old girls who will be admit- 
ted as pupils are expected to show special 
interest in the training, the school will be 
run fur eleven instead of ten months of the 
year and may be enlarged to include night 
classes after the preliminary experiment. 
Mrs. Young said she expected 500 girls would 
enroll on June 1. 


Provides for General Election. 

In line with this change was the recom- 
mendation of Mrs. Young that a division of 
elementary study be made which will provide 
a general and industrial education for all 
pupils during the course. Plans for this will 
tbe submitted at the next meeting jf the com- 
mittee. 

During the summer League No. 12 of the 
Juvenile Protective association will maintan 
recreation centers in the Ogden and Adams 
schools, under the approval of the board of 
education. Children are also to be encour- 
aged in the out of door care of their lawns 
by the committee's acceptance of an offer of 
a prize by a downtown department store for 
the best kept yards Ip each of the three sec- 
tions of the city.

DIAZ HERO DIES 


DEFYING REBELS 


Young Lieutenant Refuses to 
Surrender and Is Killed 
with 28 Men. 


FIGHT RAILROAD BATTLE 


Mexico City, April 27.—Refusing to surren- 
der or to leave the train on which he and his 
command of thirty soldiers were being 
brought to the capital, a second Heutenant, 
little more than a boy, yesterday engaged 
in a battle with a force of 400 rebels at 
Cajones, Guerrero. At the conclusion of 
the encounter the lieutenant and twenty- 
eight of the soldiers were dead and the re- 
maining two of his men were prisoners. One 
of the arms of the Heutenant was shot away. 

The rebels were under command of Gen. 
Prudencio Figuero. Learning that troops 
were being carried on the Cuernavace divis- 
ion of the National railways, the rebel leader 
marched to Cajones, a station some distance 
below Cuernavaca. When the train stopped 
he sent a messenger to demand the surrender 
of the troops and a request. if they would not 
surrender, to abandon the train in order that 
the lives of the passengers be not endangered. 


Defies the Rebels, 

Fresh from the School of Aapirantes, a mili- 
tary training school, the boyish officer gent 
back word that he had his orders to continue 
on that train. Little time was lost in begin- 
ning the fight. The rebels poured down the 
embankment on either side of the train, and 
almost simultaneously the shooting was be- 
gun by them and by the soldiers on the train, 

Passengers whe had been imploring the 
officer to yield were in a panic. The cries of 
women and children were heard in the roar of 
the rifles, and the shots from the rebels raked 


the sides of the train, many entering the | 


coaches occupied by passengers But one, 
however, did personal damage. That one 
killed Luis Bustamante, a young civil engi- 
neer on his, way to the capital to be married. 
Bustamante was kneeling beside a fright- 
ened little girl passenger attempting to com- 
fort her when he was shot. 


Rebels Merciful. 

n the first class coach, immediately in the 
rear of the soldiers’ car, was riding the jefe 
politico of Iguala, Guerrero. The rebels 
forced their way through the panic stricken 
passengers, declaring they would improve 
this opportunity of ridding the country of one 
more of his kind. 

With the jefe politico were traveling his 
wife and five children. The passengers sur- 
rounded the man and with tears running 
down their faces begged the rebels to spare 
his lite. A short consultation and the rebels 
told the wife that the entire family might 
ccntinue their journey.

MAYOR ISSUES PROCLAMATION. 


Follows Declaration of Governor Setting 
May 14 as the Time for General Cele- 
bration. 


Mothers’ day will be observed in Chicago 
Sunday, May 14. and all citigens are asked 
by Mayor Harrison to join in the celebra- 
tion. 

Gov. Deneen has proclaimed the observance 
of Mothers’ day, and a similar proclamation 
was issued by the mayor yesterday. Thecity 
proclamation reads: 

“To the Citizens of Chicago: Whereas, 
The inauguration last year of a memorial 
known as Mothers’ day, dedicated tothe love 
and reverence which all persons owe their 
mothers, met with the spontaneous and cor- 
dial approval of the people of Chicago; and, 


“ Whereas, The duty of faithful care and 


devotion to our mothers, if they are living, 
and the sentiment of loving remembrance, if 
they have passed vay, are recognized as

“Whereas, The governor of the state of 
Illinois has proclaimed the observance of 
Sundey, May 14, as Mothers’ day and urged 
upon all citizens the recognition of the me- 
morial; 

„Therefore, I, Carter H. Harrison, mayor 
of the city of Chicago, hereby proclaim the

INJURES HEALTH 


Poison Expert Wiley Declares 


He Found Dangerous Drugs 
in Stuff He Analyzed. 


WANTS TO BAR THEM OUT. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., April 27.—[Special. ]— 
Aroused by the increasing number of deaths 
throughout the country, resulting from the 
use of headache powders, Dr. Harvey W. 
Wiley, chief chemist of the department of 
agriculture, has inaugurated @ crusade 

against this class of poisons. An investiga- 
tion of 365 drugs marketed as headache cures 
has been in progress for some time, and Dr. 
Wiley announces that he will institute prose- 
cutione of all manufacturers whose products 
have been found to contain harmful Ingredi- 
ents. 

The disclosure that death from the use of 
headache powders is on the increase resulted 
from inquirles made at the bureau of chem- 
istry following the death of Mrs. Kate Pax- 
ton on Tuesday. Coroner Nevitt found that 
the woman had taken an overdose of alieged 
headache cure preparation. 


Poisons in Preparations, 

“Hardly 4 day passes,” said Dr. Wiley, 
“that I do not receive from some part of 
the country the report of a death from taking 
headache powders. Every such preparation 
sold contains large quantities of either ace- 
tanelid, phenacetin, antipyrin, or eaffein, 
all of which affect the heart more or less. 
No physician would think of prescribing 
more than one or two grains of these drugs, 
but the headache powders contdin from four 
to six grains. 

Many people afflicted with headache get 
eccustomed to taking these powders for re- 
Hef. Instead they should go to a physician, 
find out what causes the headache, and fol- 
low the prescription given for permanent 
relief. 


Dangerous to Weak Hearted. 

“If I had my way the sale of these pow- 
ders would be prohibited. They are poison- 
ous to a person with a weak heart and are 
Hkely to result in death at any time. Most 
of these powders are sold with instructions 
to take a second dose in case relief is not 
immediate. No physician would give such 
druge with these instructions. 

“ Judge Smith McPherson recently stated 
that the pure food laws were to keep harm- 
ful ingredients out of foods That is just 
as true Of the pure drug laws, and it applies 
particularly to headache powders. 


Attack Hood’s Sarsaparilla. 

Boston, Mass, April 27.—As a result of 
an information filed against the C. I. Hood 
company of Lowell, of Hood's sarsaparilia 
fame, in the United States District court 
today, charging violation of the national 
pure food and drug law the federal author 
ities made a service on the company. 

The information alleges that the label on 
a medicine manufactured by the company 
contains Misleading statements as to its n- 
gredients and curative properties. b 

An information was also filed againet the 
Blue Seal Supply company of this city, 
charging that it is selling as a wild cherry 
soda water flavor a product which does not 
contain genuine wild cherry flavor.

Packer to Be Served with War- 
rant Today After Habeas Car- 
pus Move Is Prepared. 


HEALY DISPUTES SEARS 


Helm Committee’s Lawyer Denies 
He Agreed to Leisurely Pro- 
ceedings in the Case. 


LOOKING ABOUT FOR A JUDGE 


Lieut. Gov. John G. Ogtesby’s special ser~ 
geant-at-arms, E. H. Hatfield, came to . 
cago last night, but did not serve the war- 
rants by which the state senate ordered that 
Edward Tilden, George M Benedict, and 
Wiliam C. Cummings be brought before its 
bar to answer for contempt of subpcenas of 
the Helm committee in the Lorimer investi- 
gation. 

Had the men been arrested by Mr. HatfleM 
last night and taken at once to Springfield 
they could have been brought before the sen- 
ate this morning. As it 18, they expect, with 
the delayed service of the warrants today, ta 
have ample opportunity to resort to Chicago 
courts. 

The senate committee wants Tilden to tes 
tify regarding reports that he was the treas- 
urer of the $100,000 corruption fund used te 
buy Lorimer’s seat in the senate. 


Packer Not to Be Found. 

Mr. Tilden, who as titular head of the bees 
trust, is under criminal indictment and 
awaiting trial in the federal courts, was in 
hiding all of yesterday, so far as the news- 
papers could learn. However, he had no 
fear evidently of being arrested “ hastily” 
by Lieut. Gov. Oglesby’s sergeant at arms, 
He and ‘his fellow bankers for whom the war- 


rants were issued are relying on their law-~~ 


yers, N. C. Sears and Ralph Crews, to pro- 

tect them, and they complacentiy took it for 

granted during the day that every ape 

opportunity would be hem © 

pose obstructive techni 1 2.

Healy Denies What Sears Says.

Mr. Tilden did not arrive at his 
home until a late hour at night, while until 
the same hour Ralph Crews, his attorney 
and counsel for the National Packing com- 
pany, and other employés were locked up in 
the offices of the company in the Rookery 
bulldiug. These offices are so arranged that 
there are exits on opposite sides of the build- 
ing, and it would take at least two men to 
watch them. So Mr. Tilden, if he was there, 
had every opportunity to escape. 

There seemed to be no doubt in the minds 
of Tilden’s counsel that a judge would be 
found to issue a writ nullifying the action of 
the state senate, though they did not say to 
what judge they would appeal. 


Asked Only to Obey Subpena.. 
As a matter of fact, the question of the pro- 
duction of Tilden’s books and papers, on 
which so much stress has been laid, has 
nothing to do with the arrest of the men 
under the warrants now out. The situation 
is this:

Springfield, III., April 27.—[Special.]—The 
O'Connor eity harbor oll), amended in 
thirty places to conform to the ideas. of 
Representative Benton F. Kleeman and a 
part of the house organization, is to be passed 
by the house next week.

Idle evidence today. 

The only method of reviving the Juul bill 
and getting it in its original form through 
the barred gates of the Kleeman committee, 
as believed now, is to successfully invoke 
rule 12 of the house code and force it from 
the committee by a showing of seventy-seven 
affirmative votes on a roll call. 

This was made so definitely plain all 
through the day by the flat statements of 
Representative Kleeman, and substantiated 
by the backers of the twin bills proposal, 
who had almost abandoned hope, that it may 
be said with emphasis the “city bill ts all 
that stands any show, and that would be 
lessened if there was substantial belief in 
Springfield that the city can undertake the 
work of harbor cunstruction. , 


_ Close Scrutiny Is Asked. 

The O’Connor bill, with the amendments 
offered by Chairman Kleeman, would have 
been put through the drainage committee 
this morning and sent out to the floor, had 
not friends of the measure suggested a close 
scrutiny of the amendments, and that an 
over-Sunday consideration of the proposed 
changes in the senate draft be made by the 
men who havé stood behind the outer harbor 
project from the first. 

Ald. Bernard W. Snow made an investiga- 
tion of the amendments to the bill tn the first 
instance at the request of Mr. Kleeman. 
Senator O'Connor, who introduced the city 
bill in the senate, was furnished with a copy 
of the amendments in midafternoon and late 
tonight was not prepared to say whether the 
amendments would help or ruin the bill. 

Ald. Snow tonight said in his opinion ah 
except two of the Kleeman amendments are 
technical in their nature and should be en- 
tirely satisfactory to the backers of the 
“elty dil. On two he differed radically with 
Mr. Kleeman, but the latter offered as a com- 
promise that these be submitted to a test vote 
in the committee next Tuesday morning. 
Then he agreed to report the bill to the house 
with the recommendation that it pass. 


Death Knell to Juul Measure. 

Mr. Kleeman would give no promise or 
hope to Ald. Snow that the “sanitary dis- 
trict “ bill would be reported, even without 
rec The alderman was con- 
vinced the Juul measure has seen daylight 
for the last time, so far as Chairman Klee 
man is interested. 

The two amendments drawn by Mr. Klee- 
man dnd under scrutiny by Ald. Snow had 
to do with the title and control of submerged 
lands used in connection with harbor bulld- 
ing or which may be developed by harbor 
construction, and with the right of the city 
to enter or use public parks or recreation 
districts for harbor purposes. 

Mr. Kleeman's position was that Repre- 
sentative Chiperfield should be consulted in 
his capacity as chairman’ of the made 
lands investigating committee and that his 
recom in the metter should be 
backed up by the Kleeman committee and 
by the house. 

Representative Chiperfiel? and Ald. Snow 
later had a conference in which an amend- 
ment was formulated to take the place of 
the original Kleeman amendment. It pro- 
vides that the title to submerged lands or 
lands belonging to the state of IIlinole, under 
no pretext, shall pass from the state and 
that all contracts or leases for the use of 
such lands shall de for specified terms of 
years and that upon their expiration, re- 
newal shall depend upon action by the city 
souncil. 


Entry and Use of Park Lands. 

The second amendment drawn by Mr. Klee- 
man prohibits the city from the entry or use 
of any park lands. This is understood by 
him to mean all of the park fronts on the 
lake shore. Ald. Snow held that cases might 
arige when harbor rights would be superior 
to park rights from a public standpoint and 
that conditions could exist where parts of. 
Grant park, for instance, might much better 
be used for harbor purposes than for a park- 
way. There is no agreement on this amend- 
ment, „and it will go to a vote in the com- 
mittee. N 

So much for the O'Connor bill, which con- 
ters the right upon the city to proceed with 
harbor construction, provided that the city 
by referendum vote will authorize the neces- 
sary bond issue. 

This last seems to be the real nub of the 
situation. Experienced legisiative politi- 
clans figured it out that the under surface 
opposition to any kind of a harbor bill can 
be perfectly satisfied with the O’Connor bill 
amended to conform to the suggestions of 


Chairman Kleeman.

Senator Dailey, in a strong speech, said 
the passage of the committee bill would do 
more to cleanse the garments of L[linols 
than any other one thing which this legis- 
lature could accomplish. 

Senator Potter took occasion to lambaste 
the Legislative Voters’ league, but voted for

Oregon Plan Is Staved Off.

State, County, Park, and Mu- 
nicipal Court Employes Are 
to Be Protected. 


COME OVER LAW'S COVER. 


Four Pending Merit Bills and 
Sanitary District Measure 
Likely to Pass. 


(BY A STAPF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, I., April 27.—[Special. I Blan- 
ket protection for all employés—state, county, 
bark board, and Municipal courts—when the 
civil service bille become la we went into the 
bills this afternoon by action of the senate 
tv service committee. 

This, in all probability, means thet the 
four pending merit system bills will go to 
the governor for his signature and will be 
followed by a bill placing the sanitary dis- 
trict employes under civil service. 

The senate committee refused to accept 
the amendment to the original house bill, 
which provides that the civil service com- 
missionere shell be elected by unanimous 
vote. It was decided to draw a substitute 
amendment, making the three state commis- 
sionere appointive by the governor and fix- 
ing their salaries at $5,000 each, coupled with 
the requirement that they shall reside in 
Springfield and devote their entire time to 
the civil service. 


Blanket Provision Is Adopted. 

The blanket provisiop provides that all 
employ és in the state service at the termina- 
tion of the day’s business on June 80, 1911, 
come into the classified service without fur- 
ther examination or question and their posi- 
tions immediately become a part of the clagsi- 
fied service. 

With these amendments the house bill, with 
a favorable report, will go to the floor of the 
senate tomorrow morning. 

The county bill, applying particularly to 
Cook county, will be reported out on Tuesday. 
The delay is occasioned by the desire of mem- 
bers of the Jones committee, which investi- 
gated the Bartzen régime, to offer certain 
amendments. A delegation representing 
county employés was heard in favor of a 
blanket amendment which would place under 
civil service all job holders who are present 
or accounted for on the eve of July 1. The 
committee accepted the amendment. 

Favorable action was directed on the bill, 
which applies tu all of the Municipal courts’ 
payrolls, except elective clerks and bailiffs. 


Opposition to Parks Bill. 

The parks bill met with serious opposition, 
manifested by 4 delegation of park em- 
ployés. Robert Redfield, speaking for the 
south park forces; contended that constitu- 
tionally the civil service supervision of the 
park employés cannot be conferred upon the 
city commission. This idea was combatted 
by Representative Morton D. Hull. It is 
now proposed to create a separate parks 
civil service commission Meaniime con- 
sideration of the bill was postponed,

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WIDOWS BATTLE FOR BIG FUND 


Attorneys Demand Immediate 
Distribution of Relief. 


TRUST PLAN IS OPPOSED.

tribution of the $211,000 relief fund raised by 
popular subscription for the benefit of the 
widows and dependents of the firemen who 
were killed at the stockyards fire last De- 
cember were heard by Judge William Feni- 
more Cooper yesterday. 

Attorneys for the widows asked that the 
principal allotted to each widow be dis- 
tributed immediately, rather thar allow it to 
be held in trust by the fund committee and 
only the interest be disbursed. The plan of 
the committee to keep about $190,000 of the 
fund invested in securities also was attacked, 

According to the present apportionment 
the fund is divided according to the rank 
that the dead firemen held. Attorney David 
D. Stansbury, associate counsel for the 
widows, asked that the fund be reapportioned 
so that each widow might have an equal 
share. 


Denies It’s Public Charity. 

“The answer of the trustees to the bill 
filed in behalf of the widows is that the funds 
which came into their hands were given fora 
public charitable use, and that therefore they 
have a right to use it according to their dis- 
cretion and judgment,” said Attorney Fred 
W. Bentley. They claim the complainants 
have no legal interest in the fund except such 
as is awarded them by the committee, and 
that the attorney general is the only person 
who can interfere. 

„It this was a public charitable fund I 
would be willing to concede that such is the 
case, but I claim that the fund is a private 
one. 

“From the answer to the bill it appears 
that it was clearty the origina! intention of 
the committee to retain $100,000 as 4 per- 
manent fund in which the families of the 
firemen eventually would have no interest, 
and which would become a permanent lic 
charity. Opposing counse) has that 
upon the death of each widow her interest 
in the fund should descend to the beirs of 
her deceased husband. . 

“The answer also declares that the daugh- 
ters of the dead firemen, upon reaching the 
age of 21, would receive the principal of 
their share, or $2,000, while the male chil- 
tren would receive a like amount when 25 
years old, while the shares allotted to the 
widows, who heve arrived et a greater age 
of discretion, would never be given to fhem,

Bernard Mullen Wounded in Sup- 
posed Labor War. 


ASSAILANTS USE AN AUTO. 


After Attack in Saloon They Flee; 
Victim Silent. 


A mysterious shooting which the police 
think was due to labor trouble, took place at 
7 o'clock last evening at the saloon of Mar- 
tin Moody, 5900 State street. 

Bernard Mullen of 840 West Fifty-fourth 
place was shot by one of two men who came 
to the saloon in an automobile The car was 
left standing in front of the place and after 
the shooting the men sprang into it and 
escaped. 

Mullen, who 1s 39 years old, was shot in the 
right leg. Both of his assailants carried 
One of them beat Mullen over 
the head with the weapon, breaking the 
victim's nose. 


Cry Traitor and Shoot 

Mullen was taken to St. Bernard’s hospital. 
He refused to make any statement. He is 
said to be a steamfitter of the old Skinny” 
Madden faction. 

Now, we've got you, you traitor,“ said 
one of the men as he struck Mullen in the 
face with a revolver. Mullen ran toward a 
rear room and a bullet stopped his flight. 
When he fell his assailants, evidently think- 
ing they had “got him,” ran out the side 
door and jumped into the car. 

They drove south in State street. 

Patrons Flee to Street. 

Persons who saw the auto told the police 
that its Weense number was 11.104. It ie not 
believed that this clew will aid the police in 
tracing the men, as the number was an old 
one. Mullen refused to advance a cause for 
the attack. He asserted that hg had never 
geen the men before, and he was of the 
opinion that it was a case of mistaken Iden- 


tity. 


EIGHT CITY BREADMAKERS 
‘REFUSE TO SIGN WITH UNION. 


Deposit $25,000 Good Faith Money and 
Employ 300 Nonunion Men to Man 
Shops in Event of Strike. 


Bight of Chicago’s largest baking estab- 
lishments organized into the Chicago Bread 
Manufacturers’ association yesterday, depos- 
ited funds of good faith aggregating $25,000, 
and issued a statement to the Bakers and 
Confectioners’ union No, 2 refusing the con- 
tract demanded by the union, 

This step followed the employment of 300 
nonunion bakers.to enter the shops Sunday 
morning, whem the temporary truce ends, and 
arrangements were made for lodging the new 
forces, under gtard against interference, tn 
buildings adjoining the bakeries. The manu- 
facturers say they are fully intrenched to 
stand the walkout expected tomorrow night. 

The companies involved employ about 400 
bakers. The nonunion men have been en- 
gaged for a month's employment, and ad 
ditions are expected today and tomorrow.

INVOLVES $20,000 GIFT. 


Question of Right to Designate 
Patients; for Poor Doe- 
tors’ Families. 


Dr. Emmanuel J. Senn and Dr. William N. 
Senn, sons of the late Nicholas Senn, the 
famous surgeon, have asked the courts to 
construe an agreement by which their father 
endowed two rooms in St. Joseph's hospital, 
Garfield avenue and Burling street. When 
the elder Dr. Senn provided a fund of $20,000 
ten years ago for the endowment of the two 
rooms it was with the understanding that 
the donor and his heirs should designate the 
patients who should occupy them. 

The endowment agreement affirms that the 


Sisters of Charity et aside these rooms 
for the perpetual use of said’ Nicholas Senn, 


his legal heirs, and such other persone as 
he may from time to time designate.”’ 


For Poor Physicians’ Families, 

It was the intention of Dr. Senn, his sons 
aver, that the rooms should be used for car- 
ing for poor and broken down phyefcians and 
their families, who should be given food and 
nursing without charge. This practice was 
continued and recognized as proper up to 
Jan. 1, 1911, that being the date when Sister 
Cephas Byrne, who was in charge at the 
time the original endowment was made. re- 
tired.

Sister Camilla Protests. 

Sister Camilla, who succeeded Sister 
Cehpas, wrote on Jan. 2 the following letter 
to the Senn brothers: 

Dear sirs: Since taking charge of St. Joseph's 
hospital as Sister Superior I have been familariz- 
ing myself with its affaire and I find thet during 
the Mfetime of your father Dr. Nicholas Senn. he 
entered into two contracts with St. Joseph’s hos- 
pital concerning the perpetual use of two rooms 
therein for himself, his legal hefrs, and such other 
persons as he might from time to time designate 
in writing, but the contracts do not give his heire 
the privilege of deaigneting who may cccupy euch 
rooms. 

It is, therefore, my duty to advise you that the 
pattents who are now occupying the Senn room. 
at the request of your family, are not included in 
the class of patients entitled to occupy the mome 
under the terms of the above mentioned contracte 
Yours respectfully, SISTER CAMILLA. 

The sisters insist, it f said, that the hos- 
pital should have whatever income may be 
derived from the use of the beds.

FIVE OTHERS GET PRIZES. 


Fraternities Already Start Move 
to Erect Houses in Accord with 
Architectural Scheme. 


Northwestern university trustees yesterday 
outlined plans which involve the immediate 
expenditure of $330,000 in buildings and 
landscape work. The final scheme for @ 
Greater Northwestern includes the erection 
of 35 other buildings as the resources of the 
university make it possible. The campus 
extends between Sheridan road and Lake 
Michigan for nine blocks and is to be treated 
as a unit. 

After a competition lastingover six months 
the first prize was awarded yesterday to 
Palmer 4 Hornbostel, architects of New 
York City. Eleven firms were in the com- 


petition and five were given awards of $500 | 


each in addition to the firm receiving the 
first prize. 

The successful contestants in addition to 
the winner of the first prize in the order of 
merit are as follows: 

Cram, Goodhue & Ferguson, New York. 

George W. Maher, Chicago. 

Janssen & Abbott, Pittsburg.

The buildings which will be constructed 
first are dormitories for men in the form of 
a quad-unit and costing $150,000, and acad- 
emic buildings supplementing the univer- 
gity hall, the main building of the college 
of Uberal arts, costing $18,000.

A split in the election board developed yes- 
tercay over the proposed $1,000,000 voting 
machine contract.

THE DISTURBANCE IN MOROCCO 


Notifies Signatories of Algeciras Agree- 
ment That It Will Protect Foreigners 
in Fez gnd Protect Sultan. 


PARIS, April 27.—¥France notified the sig- 
natories of the Algeciras conference agree- 
ment today that prompt and energetic in- 
ter vention in Moroceo by France had become 
necessary to protect foreigners at Fez re- 
establish order throughout the country, and 
safeguard the sovereignty of the sultan. 

When affairs became disturbed in Morocco 
the government began an active interchange 
of views with Great Britain and Spain which 


has just resulted in identical notes being 


sent by the two police powers, France and 
Spain, to the other signatories to the Alge- 
ciras agreement, including the United States. 

The Spanish press generally urges the gov- 
ernment to proceed with caution. Premier 
Canalejas and his associates in the Spanish 
ministry find themselves ln a difficult posi- 
tion. The army is not disposed to go to 
Morocco, and public opinion is opposed to the 
cost of money and lives without seeing 
definite advantages to be gained. 

The international agreement for the ro- 
form of affairs in Moroceo was signed at 
Algeciras on April 7, 1906, by representa- 
tives of Great Britain, France, Spain, Ger- 
many, Austria, Belgium, the United States, 
Italy, Holland, Portugal, Russia, Sweden, 
and Morocco. Among other things the con- 
ference resulted in a clearer recognition of 
the influence of Spain and France in Mo-

Marriage Question. 

{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. } 
Washington, D. C., April 27.— [Special. I— The 
report of the Chicago vice commission was 
breught to the attention of the national con- 
gress of mothers and international conference 
on child welfare today, together with the solu- 
tion the Chicago body offers for the repression 
and final elimination of the evil by Mrs. Car- 

ence E. Allen of Salt Lake City, Utah. 


In a paper discussing the maintenance of 


the Christian standards of marriage, Mrs. Allen 
roundly rated the Mormon church as a powerful 
influence in the degradation of the citizenship 
of the world at large. 

Three generations of Mormons have been 
active in teaching a degenerate form of family 
lite,“ she declared, and thousands of mission- 
aries have spread the doctrine through Europe 
and America. 

“Mormons believe it through the revelation 
of a so-called prophet. They preach it through 
perverting the Bible terms and quoting unre- 
liable secular authorities which state that nat- 
ura: man is polygamous. 

“A sound national belief will result in prac- 
tical measures to overcome every form of im- 
morality. The Christian standard of marriage 
is that of a monogamous family requiring an 
equal standard of morality for both men and 
women. The weight of eminent authority is in 
favor of the conclusion that man originally was 
monogamous. 

“The historical and ethical basis of monog- 
amy is well established and the instinctive prac- 
tice of uncorrupted society is a strong founda- 
tion for this belief if no other existed. The wel- 
tare of the child demands this form of family 
lite, and this should be the supreme reason for 
its maintenance, whether monogamy be the re- 
sult of the evolution of civilization or the nat- 
ur habit of the race.’ 

Mrs. Allen further declared divorce is increas- 
ing three umes ag fast as the population. The 
Christian standard of marriage, she asscrted, if 
accepted by the world at large, would eliminate 
the divo.ce problem. 

As chaJrman of tne national committee on the 
marriage reiation, Mrs. Allen recommended the 
appointment of state representatives on the 
board of the national congress to propose and 
direct means of teaching the basis of monoga- 
mous family life. 

Mrs. B. F. Carroll of Des Moines, Ia, gave a 
forceful talk on the responsibility of the home 
in preventing immorality, earnestly commend- 
ing to parents their duty in properly enlighten- 
ing their sons and daughters on intimate mat- 
ters of life and living.’ 

Or vine Bright of Chicago, in a brief 
address on the work of the education commit- 
tee and the department of school patrons, of 
which she is chairman, declared that the com- 
mittee had as yet not “ gotten its bearings,” and 
that a properly formulated plan of activity must 
be worked out before it could give a good ac- 
count o. itself.

Corn Soups. 


REAM Corn Boufllon.— Make a white 

sauce as follows: Two level table- 

spoons of butter, two level tablespoons 

of flour, one cup of milk, one-fourth 

teaspoon of salt, a few grains of pep- 
per. Put butter in saucepan, stir until melted 
and bubbling, add flour mixed with season- 
ings, and stir until thoroughly blended. Pour 
the milk on gradually, adding about one-third 
at a time and stirring until well mixed, then 
beating until smooth and glossy. To this 
mixture add about a cup of corn. Let the 
corn heat through, then put the mixture 
through a strainer and heat again. Serve 
with wafers.— Mrs. Charles B. Pennington, 
1412 East Fifty-fourth street. 

Corn Chowder I.—Cut one slice of salt pork 
—one-eighth of pound—and one onion into 
small pieces, and fry a few moments in a 
granite pan, then add one-half can of corn, 
one raw potato sliced, one pint of water, and 
let coek until water is about half absorbed, 
then add one pint of milk and two soda 
crackers broken into small pieces. Let come 
to a boil and add one teaspoon of flour mixed 
to a paste in a little water, boil up once more, 
add salt and serve—G. G. c.

PICTURES THAT WON FIRST AND SECOND CARNEGIE PRIZES AT PITTSBURG. 
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Carnegie Prize Winner 


Owned in Chicago.

Pittsburg, Pa., April 27.— [Special. I— The 
first prize at the Pittsburg exhibition, e gold 
medal and $1,500, goes this year to John W. 
Alexander for h.s figure entitled “ Sunlight.” 
This is the picture bought last' autumn for 
the Chicago Art institute by the friends of 
American art, and loaned to the artist for a 
round of exhibitions during the present sea- 
s0n. At the close of the Pittsburg show it 
will hang permanentiy in the institute. 

Mr. Alexander's career is familiar, as he is 
one of the foremost American painters and 
now in the prime of his powers. A Pittsburg 
man, he went abroad in his youth and was 
one of the first American artists to receive a 
medal of the second class at the Paris salon. 

He is represented at the Luxembourg .and 
at most of the foreign and American museums, 
is president of the .w.ational Academy of De- 
sign, and an officer or member of most of the 
important art societies both here and abroad. 

A few years ago he was awarded the com- 
mission for the decoration of the grand stair- 
way of the Carnegie institute, and he has now 
almost completed this colossal and beautiful 
work. 

The prize picture, which is already fami..ar 
in Chicago, ie one of the best and mast char-

acteristic figures thus far achieved by a paint- 
er who has been especially successful in de- 
picting the grace of American women. His 
women are as American and modern as those 
of Reynolds are English and eighteenth cen- 
tury, and his handling is not less original and 
distinguished. 

In this piot - e slim figure of a young 
woman, dressed in a yellow-green gown, 
stands in a glow of golden sunlight, the upper 
part of the body bowing forward in a grace- 
ful curve and the face in profile. 

The handling of brilliant light on the flesh, 
the changeable gown and background is in 
the painter’s best manner, and the figure it- 
self is of unusual beauty. 

The second prize, a silver medal and $1,000, 
goes to an English painter for his powerful 
portrait of a sad_and stern old Englishman, 
Sir John Jardine, K. C. I. E., M. P. This pic- 
ture won for the painter a medal of the sec- 
ond class at the Paris salon last year. 

Mr. Craig is a well known English painter 
of the younger crowd, a member of the Na- 
tional Portrait society and of the Royal in- 
stitute, but not of the Royal academy, who 
is represented at the Luxembourg and a few 
other foreign museums.

Fifty Years Ago Today; 


War in Palmas Islands. 


BY RICHARD HENRY LITTLE. 


HE first hint that there might be war— 
cold, cruel, remorseless war—between 
the United States and the Palmas 
islands came just fifty years ago today, 
Friday, April 28, 1911, or possibly a day 

earlier. The first intimation came from Ma- 
Nila and was to the effect that the Dutch 
had hoisted their flag in Palmas and built a 
windmill., 

Congressman Hobson at Washington, selz- 
ing a shotgun, forgot about the coming war 
with Japan and started on the first boat for 
The Hague. Holland immediately expressed 
great contrition for the unfortunate incident: 
in Palmas and Queen Wilhelmina immediately 
sat down and wrote a personal note to the 
United States and said to please head Con- 
gressman Hobson off and not let him seize 
her furniture. 

It seems from the reports that Capt. Peter 
Von Onderhoof, while cruising in a Dutch ship 
in the South Pacific, happening to sight the 
Palmas islands, went ashore to start a beer 
garden. He found one of the natives wear- 
ing a Dutch cap. Moreover, the nativé wore 
earrings, the day being cool. 

He hastily assumed that because the na- 
tive wore a Dutch cap the country must be- 
long to the Dutch. This news created the 
greatest excitement in America and appre- 
hension lest Capt. Von Onderhoof should visit 
South. Holland and Roseland, in Cook county, 
Tilinois, or other localities within Phe very 
hegrt of America where the Dutch cap is 
worn. The battleship Wyoming immediately 
was dispatched to Palmas and hung up the 
American flag in the tallest palm tree. 


> 


The message announcing this event was 
followed closely by another which said the 
insurgent population of Palmas had rallied 
around the man with the Dutch cap, being 
fearful that if the United States owned them 
they would have to wear the hobble skirt. 

“Better death than the hobble skirt,” shouted 
the Palmasians and the bravest among them 
shinned up the palm tree and captured the 
flag, which was brought down and burned. 

A whirlwind of mad excitement swept across 
America. Two cocoanut stores in South Water 
street in Chicago were burned by mobs. The 
army was mobilized at San Francisco, the Na- 
tional guard regiments received marching or- 
ders, and recruiting stations were opened 
everywhere. So great was the popular frenzy 
that many people looked in the geographies 
to see where the Palmas islands were. Four 
regiments immediately sailed on transports 
for. the theater of war and one regiment 
landed on peak gee The other regiment 
would have landed also, but there was onfy 
room for one regiment at a time. 

From the people in the native village it was 
found that the Palmas army had taken to 
the hills and a 2 or mountain guns 
and eight troops of cavalry were sent in pur- 
suit. The Palmas army, however, conducted 
a masterly retreat, and when pressed too 
closely he would climb a palm tree and make 

se like a cocoanut. ; 
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night and sustained a heavy shell fre Four- 
teen casualties.’ 

The injuries suffered by the Anierican troops,’ 
however, were not serious, although the cocoa- 
nut shells dropped from the top of a palm tree 
by the Palmas army ow Private Sniggers of the 
Thirty-ninth cavalry rendered him unconscious 
for such a length of time that when he was re- 
covered he found the other soldiers in his treop 
had eaten up the cocoanuts which under the 
rules of war belonged to him. 

The rest of the shells fired by the Palmas in- 
surrecto force did no especial harm, although 
the American soldiers complained that most of 
the cocoanuts were green. A message was hur- 
ried to Washington to the effect that as the 
Palmas army confined its offensive operations 
to bouncing ococoanuts off the heads of the 
troops, the presence of the colored regiments 
was urgently required, and they were hurried 
to the island, commanded by Col. Jack Artha’ 

ohnson. A flag of truce finally was sent to 
the Palmas army, and he returned wearing the 
white flag, which had been hastily fashioned 
into a shirt. 

The Palmas army and the American officers 
held a long conference by means of an inter- 
preter. General Activity demanded that the 
Palmas army accept the sovereignty of the 
United States and quit wearing that Dutch cap. 
The Palmas army replied that he could not con- 
sider the proposition until he found out who 
the United States was. General Activity 
explained fully, and the Palmas army said he 
would like to join if he didn’t have to vote for 
William Jennings Bryan. Negotiations for a 
treaty were then entered into. .

Would Be in Nature of Admission. 

“More than this, these proposed gratui- 
tous concessions are in the mature of an ad- 
mission that in some way or other we have 
done an injury to a particular class by this 
Canadian reciprocity agreement. I deny it. 
It is said that it injures the farmers. 1 deny 
. It is strictly m accordance with the pro- 
tective principle that we should only have a 


protective tariff between us and countries in 


which the conditions afe so dissimilar as to 


make a difference in the cost of production. 


Now it is known of all men that the general 
conditions which prevafl in Canada are the 
same as those which obtain in the United 
States in the matter of agricultural prod- 
ucts. Indeed, if there is any advantage ie 
advantage is largely on the side of the United 
tes, because we have much greater variety 
roduct in view of the varieties of our 
mate than they can have in Canada. 
Wo raise cotton as no other country does. 
Of course they raise none in Canada. We 
raise corn, and hogs and cattle ed on corn, 
and, with the exception of a very small part 
of the acreage of Canada, in Ontario, it is 
not possible to raise corn in the dominion. 


Conditions Substantially Alike. 

With respect to wheat, barley, and oats, 
conditions differ in different parts of Can- 
eda and in different parts of the United 
States. Classing them together on the whole, 
the conditions are substantialiy the same. In 
prices of farm land the differences are no 
greater between Canada and the United 
States than between the different states in 
the United States: In the matter of farm 
2 om the whol, they are about the

Timber Resources Opened to v. 8. 

“The timber resources of Canada, which 
will open themselves to us inevitably, under 
the operation of this agreement, are now ap- 
parently inexhaustible, and we may derive 
ample supp of timber from Canadian 
sources to the profit of Canada and for our 
own benefit. There are other natural re- 
sources which I need not stop to enumerate 
which will become a able to us as if our 
own if we adopt and maintain commercial 
union with Canada. 

“But there are other—even broader— 
grounds than thie that should lead to the 
adoption of this agreement. Canada’s super- 
ficial area is greater than that of the United 
States between the oceans. Of course, ſt has 
a good deal of waste land in the far north, 
but it has enormous tracts of unoccupied 
land, or land settled so sparsely as to be 
substantially unoccupied, which in the next 
two or three decades will rapidly acquire a 
substantial and valuable population. 

“Canada now has between 7,000,000 and 
8,000,000 of people. They are a hearty, tem- 
perate, persistent race, brave, intelligent, and 
enterprising. They are good neighbors; we 
could not have better neighbors. 

“ They: offer to any nation with whom they 
have sympathetic relations, and with whom 


it ts profitable for them to deal, a constantly 


increasing market and an ever increasing 
trade. As between Canada and the United 
States, the trade and the mutual benefit from 
the trade will increase. 


Annexation Talk “Buncombe.” 

It ip amusing, and I am not sure that it 
has not some elements of consolation,in it, 
to find that all the bumcombe and all of the 
exaggeration and misrepresentation in poli- 
tice and all of the political ghosts are not 
confineé to our own country, and that there 
has entered into the discussion in Caneda, as 
a reason for defeating the adoption of this 
contract by the Canadian parliament, oe fear 
that we desire to annex the Dominion. 

„The dreams of Americans with irreapon- 
sible imaginations, who like to talk of the 
starry Magis floating from Panama to the 
pole, are exhibited by the opponents of the 
Canadian treaty in Canada ae the declaration 
of @ real policy by this country and as an 
announcement of our purpose to push po- 
‘Htioal control over our neighbor of the north:

I do not know when that control will 
end, but I do know that, in respect to those 
countries we have taken over heavy duties 
and obligations, the weight of which ought 
to destroy any temptation to further ac- 
quisition: of territory. 


Alaska as “Horrible Example.”

and this country, but there is one part of our 
juriediction and that of Canada that come 
together sufficiently lose to enable the 
Canadians and ourselves to realize that the 
sample of government that we exhibit fe — 
alluring.

separation Only Geographical. 

“Why should not we have a closer union 
with Canada? Think of the absurdity of 
separating Manitoba and Minneapolis by as 
great à distance as Manitoba and Liverpool 
when certainly Providence intended that 
their separation, socially and commercially, 
should only be that of their geographical 
distance. 

** Canadians have furnished us a large num- 
ber of our best citizens. We are giving them 


a large number of the pick of our young’ 
yrs Lat us open the gateways between 


us. Let us give to both countries the profit 
of the trade that God intended between us. 
Let the political governmentg remain as 
they are, Let us abolish arbitrary and arti- 
ficial obstructiong to our association with 
our friends upon the north and derive the 
mutual profit that it will certainly bring.

George H. Holt Says the 
Reign of Underwriters 
Should End. 


TALKS TO REALTY MEN. 


Greediness“ of the Insurance 
Agents Held to Blame for 
Fire Loss. 


George H. Holt, owner of the Manhattan 
building, attacked the Chicago board of un- 


derwriters yesterday at the weekly luncheon ; 


of the Chicago real estate board. 

He characterized the board as “the twin 
pal of our evil genius, fire waste,” and de- 
clared it to be an economic incubus upon 
the city, upon, property owners, and upon 
commerce,"’ 1 

He also asserted that it and not fire waste, 
as charged by H. H. Glidden, manager of the 
board, was responsible for the high insurance 
rates in Chicago. He urged the members of 
the real estate board to withdraw in a body 
from the organization. 

Blames the Risk Agents. 

„The American people pay from $20,000,000 

to $40,000,000 a year for fires resulting in no 


small part from ignorance or criminal care- 


leseness of fire insurance agents,” said Mr. 
Holt. The temptation which creates this 
carelessnesg is the commission paid without 
regard to the character of the services, and 
the measure of the temptation is the size of 
the commission. 

“The race for volume of business hag in- 
duced many companies to appoint persons to 
agency positions without regard to more 
than a single consideration—namely: does 


de control or can he secure certain lines of 


insurance?’ 


Would Abolish Board. 

There are said to be more than 180 voting 
members of this board and more than 4,000 
members or their representatives who make 
all or a part of the business. 

“This organization is the twin of our evil 
genius Fire Waste. It is an economic incubus 
upon the city, upon property owners, and 
upon commerce. It does not accept iis share 
of responsibility for the excessive fire waste 
and the excessive expense. which in the case 
of dwellings amounts to approximately one- 
half of the entire premium charge.” 

The speaker declared that the dissolution 
cf the board of underwriters would result 
in reducing fire waste, loss of life, and cost 
of insurance in Cook county.

Burlington Adopts ‘Ladies’ Cars’ 
in Chicago-St. Paul Service. 


MAY PREPARE OWN MEAIS. 


Men Will Be Rarred Uniess Invited to 
| Visit in Milady’s Parlor. 


Indications are that cars designed es- 
pecially for the comfort and convenience of 
women will soon be a regular feature on 
many of the best western trains. . Announce- 
ment was made during the day that the Bur- 
lington rallroad on May 1 will place two of 
the women's cars in operation on trains in 
ita Chieago-8t. Paul service. Mere man will 
he permitted to use and occupy a portion of 
the car, but the principal compartment will 
be a parlor, luxuriously appointed, for women 
passengers exclusively. 

The innovation has been hastened by the 
constantly increasing patronage of women 
passengers. About tw8 weeks ago the Chi- 
cago Great Western placed a women's car in 
service and it is now expected that railroads 
all over the country will be forced to adopt 
the idea.
